Criminals made mistakes in the old Wesi

twice!

HONEST, gentle reader, those lynch- 
ings of horse thieves and others, 
too numerous to mention, in the 
early days out West were not exactly what 
they have been written and pictured. The 
writer, as a boy, attended a few of those 
social gatherings known to the good folk 
as necktie parties, Everyone was quite well- 
behaved, including the victim or victims. 

Personally, I've seen a guy hanging dead 
or almost and being shot so full of holes, 
as a swinging target, that he looked like a 
fly screen, but never without provocation. 
It could hardly be termed violence or^ ac- 
count pf the victim being too scared to brier 
resistance of any appreciable sort. The sys- 
tem had its fine points. v 

For instance, we never us,ed to lynch folk 
without, at least, a sort of preliminary. It 
always took a little time to find a tree that 
was quite suitable. The accused was always 
asked if there "was anything he had to say 
-Of any message to his relatives. There was 
a firm belief out West that an innocent man 
is never craven. It was held that an inno- 
cent man will say his say if given a chance. 
If he remained dumb and scared on the 
brink of eternity, it was taken as an ad- 
mission of guilt. 

We Westerners never attended these 
lynchings for amusement alone, Even the 
sheriff never appeared in his official capacity 
but more as a citizen with the welfare of 
the community at heart. As society affairs 
these lynchings were quite informal and

sometimes impromptu, but not often* Early 
Westerners seldom rushed blindly into an 
affair of this nature. 

As a rule the Westerner believed tnere 
was a proper time and place for everything. 
That is why lynchings were usually quite 
well-ordered. They were never permitted 
to take on, exactly, the tone of a barbecue, 
picnic or rodeo and as for gore — well a calf- 
skinning contest was usually bloodier, more 
hurried and less methodical. 

We can assure the gentl* reader that we 
went about our Western lynchings with a 
conscientious determination that proved we 
appreciated the weight of the matter at 
hand. Really, we proceeded, usually, with 
cool deliberation and a grave attention to 
minor details that, we believe, was quite 
admirable. Such adroit methods of han- 
dling criminals threatening the sanctity of 
homes in wide open and For the most park 
unguarded spaces is not to be considered in 
the same light as law enforcement in weik 
policed and congested communities. At any 
rate it was a great saver in the costs of law^ 
enforcement. 

* When a man was punished for crime, in 
this manner, he remained punished perma* 
nently. A habeas corpus writ was as useless 
to him as a toothpict to a porcupine. The 
effect was, we might say, salubrious to the 
community. At least, the victim was in no 
position to make the same serious mistake 
a second time.
